When the great Napoleon died in St 


Helena his heart was removed in order 
that it misfit be.placed in a separate 
case. The doctor who removed it set 
it under a glass cass in his bedroom. 
During the night be :vns startled by 
tbe sound of breaking glass, and he 
Just managed. to prevent a large rat 
from carrying off the heart to its hole. 
The heart was immediately placed in 
an urn and secured in the coffin beside 
the body. 


There would appear to be some doubt 


as to what became of Byron's heart 
after his death. According to one ac- 
count, it was tort Jn a marsh in Greece 
under the following circumstance*: As 
is well known, the poet took a deep In- 
terest in the. efforts which the Greeks 
were .then making to secure their f ree- 
doio. His services were highly appre- 
ciated by these people, pnd when be 
died his relatives. \rbo had resolved to 
convey his body to. England for burial, 
were requested to leave his heart in 
Greece.
